What is Disc Golf? 

(quoted from PDGA..com ) 

The growing popularity of the game of disc golf begins with 
the essential fact that throwing a flying disc with power and 
accuracy is a zoarvelous sensation. The constant challenge, the 

social nature of the game, the good physical and mental 
conditioning, and the fact that it is inexpensive to play are 
also attractions . Disc golf is a recreational sport for 
everybody, regardless of age, gender, or ability. 


The object of the game is to traverse a course from beginning 
to end in the fewest number of throws of the disc. Each 
consecutive throw is made from where the disc came to rest 
after the last throw. Score is determined by counting the 
number of throws made on each hole plus penalty throws and 
then summing all holes. The winner is the player who completes 
the course with the lowest score. 


The course consists of a series of holes laid out so that when 
the player completes one hole he or she proceeds to the 
beginning of the next until all the holes have been played. 
The player is provided with a teeing area from which to begin 
each hole and a target to complete the hole. Disc golf courses 
are normally laid out among wooded areas with diverse terrain 
to provide natural obstacles to the flight of the disc. These 
natural obstacles are very much a part of the game and must 
not be altered by the players in any way to decrease the 
difficulty of a hole. Disc golf courses are normally 18 holes 

in length, but there are also 9-hole, 24-hole and 27-hole 
courses in existence. Disc golf courses can be found in each 
of the 50 United States and in Canada, Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Netherlands, Switzerland, 
Germany, Finland, Hungary, United Kingdom, Peru, and Africa.

Maybe I wasn't too clear. I'm not sure if the Aerobie disc meets 

the specs for PDGA disc golf. I am sure that the Aerobie ring 

is not legal. Two different flying devices. The ring is clearly 

illegal. I agree that the Aerobie disc would probably not 

be a very good golf disc, but it may be legal. If the Aerobie ring 

were legal, it might have its uses in Disc Golf. It is harder 

to control, but it goes a lot farther than an X-Clone. Maybe 

I could even reach the green on that 800 ft hole at Miantonomi. 

Nah, I'd probably still end up OB, hitting my car. 

The name "Disc Golf" is the name used for the PDGA sport. 
The name "Disc Golf" is not a rule, and does not imply any 
rule. It's a good, convenient name. So is "Pole Hole", but 
that doesn't mean a Pole Hole must be a hole. It's a basket 
with chains. 

The Aerobie disc would appear to meet the diameter and weight 
requirements. I'm not too sure about the leading edge radius 
and the rim configuration, and I don't have the proper equipment 
to measure my Aerobie Superdisc. 

And I have played (one hole) of disc golf with a trash can lid. 
It's really hard to get a putt to stay in. Must be nearly 
impossible with a Mach Fore basket.
